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Introduction 


In thè skillet-hot desert north of Las Vegas, 
Nevada, thè US Air Force plays for keeps. Nellis 
Air Force Base is thè most active Tactical Air 
Command base in thè United States, sitting on thè 
edge of a 3-milhon-acre aerial range where just 
about anythmg goes. Its long-iime mckname is 
acknowledged throughout thè Air Force: ‘horne 
of thè fighter pilot.' 

Nellis affords thè modern jet pilot all thè 
airspace he could want to turn, bum, and even 
go supersonic in an effort to get on his 
adversary's six o'clock. The desert weather (if 
you can withstand thè heat) is another big plus— 
330 days of CAVU (clear air, visibility unlimited) 
flying every year. The big base was established 
as a World War 2 training field and was later 
mamed after a Las Vegas native, Lt Bill Nellis, 
who dicd in a dogfight over Germany in 1944. 

No American base boasts a wider range of 
resident units and fascinating activities. The 
Fighter Weapons School, a scholarly Air Force 
version of thè Navy's Top Gun, is headquartered 
here along with its own stable of F-5, F-15. F-16, 
F-lll, A-10, and T-38 aircraft. Next door are thè 
64th and 65th Aggressor Squadrons, professional 
bad guys who are schooled in thè emulation of 
thè aerial tactics of potenlial enemies around thè 
globe. Another hangar down are thè 
Thunderbirds Air Demonstration Squadron, now 
flying red-white-and-blue F-16 Falcona in 
dazzling aerobatic displays around thè country. 

And there's more. A whole wing of F-16s 
almost gets lost in thè shuffle at Nellis; at any 
other TAC base they would be thè centrepiece. 
And tour times a year Nellis plays host io Red 
Flag, a six-week mock air war between players 
from thè Air Force, Navy, Marine Corps, and 
NATO forces. Every two years thè mile-long 
ramp is swelled with 90 jets competing in 
Gunsmoke, ari Air Force-wide gunnery and 


bombing competition. Other units on thc base 
organize and administrate all this frenetic 
activity. including air wars and bombing runs 
over a desert range bigger than many European 
countries. 

So slap on your No 12 sunscreen. and we'll 
take a iour of thè flight line to see what's doing. 

A word to thè wise: don't even think of visrtmg 
Nellis without extensive pnor permission. It's a 
highly secure base, and even VIP visitors aro 
escorted every step of thè way by base public 
affairs personnel. Special thanks to our escorts 
and guides, who often went beyond thè cali of 
duty in Nevada’s 110-degree weather: Maj Andy 
Andrijauskas. Sgt Chris Miller, Capi Barry 
Anderson, Red Flag's Col Doug 'Zip Gun' 

Melson, and Maj Mike 'Boa’ Straight of thè 
Fighter Weapons School. Let’s do it. . .

More ihan 20 Phantoms are visible 
in this Nellis ramp shot. Despite thè 
introduction oi thè F-14, F-15. F-16 
and F/A-18, US forces sull utilize 
around 2000 F-4s in a variety of 
roles. Thanks lo Mitsubishi in Japan, 
Phantom production reached 5201 
before thè line finally closed in 
1981. In common with US operators. 
many foreign air forces are 
investing in series of upgrade 
programmes to keep thè McDonnell 
fighter operational into thè 21st 
century

Aardvarks 


Alihough rarely used. ihe F-lll can 
accommodate an M61 Vulcan 
cannon m Ihe bomb bay.

Approaching thè target area, 
however, thè afterburners will be lit 
to push thè Aardvark to near 
supersonic speed to achieve 
maximum surprise and (with luck) 
avoid being engaged by thè 
defences
